Upland City Council Monday night 
approved an environmental impact 
report (EIR) on the portions of 
Upland’s general plan that cover 
undeveloped areas of the city. 

In a 4-1 decision the council 
directed the city staff to obtain an 
outside consultant to complete the 
EIR for $7,500 or less. Councilman 
Hal Bailin dissented. 

The council took the action after 
hearing representatives of business 
praise the general plan and suggest 
the city staff complete whatever 
review is necessary. 

The EIR was supported by Upland 
Citizens for Quality Living which 
has called for lower density and 
slower development of northwest 
Upland. 

City Manager Lee Travers said 
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the EIR will determine the effect on 
Upland and surrounding areas if the 
city develops to the full density 
allowed by the general plan. 

The EIR will consider traffic 
patterns to determine whether the 
present street plan is adequate, he 
said. Other items include the 
economic effect of full development 
and the effect on air quality of 
increased traffic. 

Bailin opposed spending $7,500 for 
an environmental review and $50,000 
for a proposed general plan review. 
“The fact of the matter is this 
community has been planned,’’ he 
said, noting that beautification, 
services, streets, water supply, and 
schools have all been planned. 

Considering the tight money 
situation, Bailin said the city should 
put its available money into services 


and parks. The city has a master 
plan for storm drains, which are 
badly needed, but there is no money 
for developing the system, he said. 

Councilman George Bigson moved 
approval of the EIR and commented 
Upland is a good city because ‘“‘a 
few dollars have been spent at the 
right time.”’ 

The EIR should include specific 
conclusions and recommendaitons 
for improvements and corrections, 
said Mayor pro tem John McCarthy, 
who seconded the motion. 

Councilwoman Ina Petokas said, 

“The major reason we need an EIR 
is to assess how the parts of the city 
interact and to consider the changes 
that have been made over the last 
several years. 

She said the proposed Foothill 
Freeway should be reassessed since 


it will not be developed for several 
years, if ever. 


The EIR should consider the full 
economic impact of developing the 
remainder of the city, according to 
Mayor Abner Haldeman. 


The economic impact should be 
considered both for high and low- 
density development, he said and 
added, ‘‘There has to be some give 
and take. We must consider low and 
medium-income housing.”’ 


In response to residents and 
business representatives who felt 
the city staff should do the EIR, 
Travers said the city could not 
complete the EIR as cheaply as a 
private firm. 

‘We do have a time problem. The 
additional work of producing an EIR 


would require hiring additional 
people,’’ he added. 


In other action Monday night the 
council approved a master plan for 
Greenbelt Park and instructed the 
city staff to proceed with first-stage 
development of the park. 


Greenbelt Park, between 13th and 
15th streets west of Benson Avenue, 
will include tennis, handball, and 
basketball courts as well as areas 
for picnicking, play structures, 
baseball, softball and model 
airplane flying. 

The park is not expected to 
include a soccer and football 
field. Recreation director Fred 
Taunton said the park is too narrow 
for a full field to be situated across 
the park. 

Developing a soccer- football field 
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the length of the park would require 

‘‘tremendous excavation”’ resulting 
in 13-foot banks because of the slope 
of the land, he added. 

Travers said the state parks act 
funding of $107,380 will finance only 
over-all planning and the first phase 
of construction including a picnic 
area, play equipment and tennis 
courts. 

Development cost for the 
completed park is estimated at 
$8,000 per acre or a total of $200,000 
including grading and fill, according 
to George MimMack, engineering 
consultant. 

“It is imperative that groups 
assist in development,’ Travers 
commented. A girls’ softball league 
and a model airplane club have 
volunteered to help develop 
facilities they would use.

The inventive genius and foresight 
of Leonardo da Vinci, who conceived 
the flying machine and other 
developments that did not take prac- 
tical form until modern times, is 
depicted in an exhibition ‘‘The 
Inventions of Leonardo da Vinci’ 
at the Museum-Gallery at Chaffey 
Community College in Alta Loma 

The exhibition of the 15th Century 
artist-screntist’s work, on loan trom 
the IBM Corporation, includes 25 
models built from Leonardo’s scien-

Although Leonardo considered 
war ‘‘a bestial madness,’ he was 
one of the leading military 
engineers of his time, and made in- 
numerable sketches for for- 
tifications and weapons. Models in 
the show include an armored tank, 
in which he foresaw a type of vehi- 
cle not extensively used until World 
War I, and a scaling ladder that 
resembles modern fire-fighting ap- 
paratus, but which Leonardo design- 
ed for storming the walls of an 
enemy fortress. 

As a scientist and engineer, 
Leonardo was always concerned 
with accuracy and measurement, 
and the show includes models of his 
designs for a hygrometer for 
measuring humidity, an 
anemometer for measuring wind 
velocity, and an inclinometer for 
determining the degree of a slope. 

The first set of models of Leonar- 
do’s work constructed in contem- 
porary times was built in 1938 for an 
exhibition in Milan, Italy. It travel- 
ed briefly, and during World War II 
was completely destroyed by bombs 
in Tokyo. Another group of models, 
built in the United States after the 
war, was acquired by IBM in 1951, 
and incorporated into the company’s 
touring exhibition program. The 
models are displayed with panels of 
explanatory material and sketches 
reproduced from Leonardo's 
notebooks. 

Five of these exhibitions are now 
traveling, on loan to museums, 
colleges and public dlibraries. Last 
year IBM’s touring exhibitions were 
seen in more than 60 cities 
throughout the United States. 

The museum-gallery is open to the 
public from noon to 4 p.m. and 7 to 9 
p.m. Monday through Thursday; 
noon to 4 p.m. Friday; 2 to 5 p.m. 
Sunday, and is closed Saturday and 
holidays. Admission is free. Group 
Tours may be arranged by calling

337. 
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Leonardo made numerous unsuccessful attempts 
to design a flying machine based on the principle 
of flapping flexible wings, an idea again being 
studied today. This design, one of the earliest, 
consisted of a wooden framework and two 
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movable wings. The aviator was to lie prone in 
the framework and operate the wings by pulleys. 
In later designs, often with more than a single 
pair of wings, Leonardo had the operator stan-

“Your social security number is yours alone and 
remains the same for life,’’ Brannen said. ‘“When you get 
a job covered by social security, be sure your employer 
copies your name and number correctly from your social 
security card to his record.”

“You should apply for your social security number at 
least several weeks before you need it for a job,” she 
said.

Carrot cake 
has heritage 


Colonial American homemakers — settled mostly on 
out-of-the-way farms and plantations — had to learn how 
to turn local foods into hearty, tempting meals. With 
ingenuity, they used homegrown fruits and vegetables to 
make such delicious dishes as corn bread, pumpkin soup, 
and persimmon pudding.

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Health Tips 





Immunization check 


EDITOR’S NOTE: Health Tips is 
a column of the California Medical 
Education and Research Founda- 
tion, prepared and edited by physi- 
cian members of -the California 
Medical Association.

This is a good time for parents to 
check carefully the immunizations 
their children have received. Every 
child should have, at the very least, 
four of the vaccinations available. 
These four essential immunizations 
are polio, tetanus, diphtheria and 


measles. Infants should also be im- 
munized against pertussis. 
Poliomyelitis 

Polio was, for very good reasons, 
the ‘‘dread disease’ of a generation 
ago. Immunization has greatly 
reduced the incidence in the United 
States. 

Three doses, given by mouth, of 
the trivalent live virus vaccine are 
necessary. The first two doses are 
given two months apart and the 
third dose 6-12 months later. This 
may be given concurrently with 
DPT, although many physicians 

* prefer to separate the two. Boosters 


for polio are unnecessary except 
perhaps for travel to an area where 
the disease is common. 

There is an extremely small risk 
of paralysis from the polio vaccine 
— about one in one to two million 
(this is much less than the risk from 
transportation, drugs or, even, cer- 
tain foods) — a small risk, indeed, in 
relation to the extraordinary 
success in the overall population. 

Adults need not receive polio vac- 
cine unless they have unusual con- 
ditions of exposure. Children are 
usually reponsible for infection of 
adults; therefore, universal im-

This is an uncommon disease but 
may be caused by a variety of 
wounds, especially puncture wounds 
which originate in gardens. 

Diphtheria 

This disease is now rare only 
because of immunization. It still 
does occur, however, and is very 
dangerous. 

Diphtheria and tetanus vac- 


cinations (toxoids) are usually given 
in combination with pertussis 
(whopping cough) vaccine (DPT) at 
112-6 months of age. Older children 
and adults receive only diptheria 
and tetanus toxoid (DT) in a more 
dilute form. Adults as well as 
children should be protected against 
diphtheria and tetanus. Booster 
shots are given only every 5-10 
years.

Other forms 
of protection by vaccines occupy a 
lesser position of importance. 

Rubella 

Rubella (no longer called ‘‘Ger- 
man measles;) is an extremely 
mild disease in childhood. About 85 











per cent of adults have serum tests 
indicating immunity even if they 
have no history of the disease. 

The only serious result of rubella 
is the destructive effect on the un- 
born baby following infection of the 
mother in early pregnancy. It is for 
this reason — for the protection of

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the mother — that it is commonly 
recommended that ail children, both 
male and female, be immunized at 1 
year of age or later with rubella vac- 
cine.

Some physicians may post- 
pone vaccination, as the British do, 
to pre-adolescent years and only for 
female. Adults who are not immune 
may be immunized at any age, but 
women must not receive the vaccine

Mumps 

This isusually a mild disease in 
childhood with almost no serious 
symptoms except discomfort. 
Unilateral deafness is a rare com- 
plication. In adult males, mumps 
may cause painful swelling of the 
testicles, but fear of sterility is rare- 
ly justified. There are no special 
risks for adult females and little 
risk to. an Unborn child if the mother 


is infected during pregnancy. 

Mumps vaccine, live virus, may 
be given at 1 year of age, but it is not 
known if immunity at this age will 
persist to adulthood (it very well 
may). 

A combined measles-rubella- 
mumps vaccine is available. It does 
not cause an increased rate of reac- 
tion and is given as a single injection 
at 1 year of age or later with 
resulting immunity to all three dis- 
eases. 


Smallpox 
Smallpox vaccine, which used to 
be essential, is no longer necessary 
because the disease is now well con- 
trolled throughout the world and this 
vaccination runs a high risk of 
serious reactions. 
Influenza 
Although children have three or 
four flu-like infections every year, 
most physicians believe that in- 
fluenza vaccine is not necessary for 
children.
